Relentless heat was forecast for much of the 
eastern US. for a fourth straight day Monday, 
after violent storms killed at least 15 people 
and knocked out power to more than 3 million 
customers. 

“Hot and hotter will continue to be the story 
from the Plains to the Atlantic Coast for the 
next few days,” the National Weather Service 
said. 

Emergencies were declared in Maryland, 
Ohio, Virginia, West Virginia and Washington, 
D.C., during the weekend because of damage 
from storms that unleashed hurricane-force 
winds across a 500-mile stretch of the mid- 
Atlantic region. 

Almost 2.4 million people from Illinois to 
Virginia still were without power Monday 
morning, with the biggest concentration of 
outages in the Washington, D.C., area. 

The storms came as sweltering tempera- 
tures topped roo in several southern cities, 
including Atlanta, where the mercury hit an 
all-time record of 106 degrees Saturday and 
reached 105 on Sunday. 

One of the hardest hit cities was Charlotte, 
N.C., where the mercury reached 104 degrees 
Sunday. 

From St. Louis, Mo., to Washington, D.C., 
temperatures were forecast to hit more all-

time records Monday. 

Excessive heat warnings and advisories con- 
tinued Monday over much of the mid-Mis- 
sissippi Valley and southern states, and tem- 
peratures were forecast to remain well above 
normal for a large portion of the US. 

Strong to severe thunderstorms were pos- 
sible across the southern mid-Atlantic region 
and north-central US., the National Weather 
Service said. 

Thunderstorms and high winds battered 
eastern North Carolina on Sunday afternoon, 
leading to three more deaths on top of at least 
12 caused by deadly storms in several states Sat- 
urday. 

In Pitt County near Greenville, a man was 
killed when his shed fell on him as he tried to 
put his golf cart inside, David Glenn of the Na- 
tional Weather Service said. 

A couple was killed in neighboring Beaufort 
County when a tree fell on their golf cart, he 
said. 

More than 40 people were reported injured 
in Beaufort County and numerous homes were 
damaged in Pitt County, said Christy Wallace, 
spokeswoman for the Pitt County sheriff. 

After power outages that affected some 
15,000 customers, Greenville Utilities said 
Monday morning that all major outages had 
been repaired.

No, your paychecks haven’t been getting small- 
er—and neither has your kitchen. If it seems 
like it’s getting harder to find an affordable, spa- 
cious rental in Chicago, that’s because it is. 

Rents are up and vacancies are down as the 
economy continues to tread water. 

Net rent prices increased 14 percent from 
2005 to 2010 — the latest data available. Mean- 
while, about 40 percent of Cook County resi- 
dents are renters, according to a 2011 study 
released by the DePaul University Institute 
for Housing Studies. The percentage of people 
renting is the highest it’s been in a decade, said 
the institute’s executive director, Geoff Smith. 

“Either by choice or by circumstance, more 
people are choosing to rent,” Smith said. “That’s 
had the effect of increasing rents in the county 


and the city.” 

For some people, like Karl Hunsicker, 33, of 
Jefferson Park, enough is enough. 

“T feel like renting is throwing money away,” 
Hunsicker said. “The way the market’s going, 
it’s a good time to buy now.” Hunsicker cited the 
high prices in popular neighborhoods such as 
Wicker Park, where he used to live, saying land- 
lords there “can get away with charging more 
than it’s worth.” 

Maurice Ortiz, marketing director at The 
Apartment People brokerage firm in Chicago, 
said now would be a good time to buy for anyone 
who is going to be in one place for at least five 
years. 

“The prices are low, interest rates are histori- 
cally low, the inventory is out there,” he said. 
“You really can get an amazing deal if you’re 
looking to buy right now.”

But not everyone is in that situation finan- 
cially. For people still looking to rent, Ortiz 
points to the neighborhoods surrounding trend- 
ier spots like Lakeview, Lincoln Park or Wicker 
Park/Bucktown as offering more availability and 
better values. Two he suggests are Logan Square 
and Lincoln Square. 

“You're still able to walk to some of the fun 
things to do [in adjacent neighborhoods] and yet 
pay alittle bit less in rent,” he said. And making 
this move, he explained, is becoming more com- 
mon. “Because the rents are skyrocketing in just 
about all the neighborhoods, people are starting 
to move outward.” 

With that in mind, RedEye took a look at 
the rental picture in Chicago to find out which 
neighborhoods are hot—and how big of a dent 
they'll be putting in your wallet.

Anderson Cooper: 


‘Fact is, ’m gay’ 


NEW YORK Anderson Cooper said in a public state- 

ment Monday that he is gay, adding that while privacy 
is important for journalists, he did not want to give the im- 
pression he was hiding something and wanted to stand up 
against bullying. 

“The fact is, I’m gay, always have been, always will be, and 
I couldn’t be any more happy, comfortable with myself, and 
proud,” the 45-year-old anchor of CNN’s “Anderson Coo- 
per 360” told The Daily Beast. 

Cooper said in a statement posted on Andrew Sullivan's 
“The Dish” blog that he had not disclosed his sexual orien- 
tation in a memoir he wrote several years ago as that was 
focused on war, but he had come to realize he did not want 
to give “the mistaken impression that I am trying to hide 
something.” 

“There continue to be far too many incidences of bully- 
ing of young people, as well as discrimination and violence 
against people of all ages, based on their sexual orientation, 
and I believe there is value in making clear where I stand,” 
he said. 

Cooper, whose sexual identity has long been known 
within media circles, said he had always believed reporters’ 
political, religious and love lives should not be something 
they have to discuss publicly. Cooper often travels to war 
zones and countries where homosexuality either is banned 
or frowned upon. 

“I have always been very open and honest about this part

of my life with my friends, my family, and my colleagues. In 
a perfect world, I don’t think it’s anyone else’s business, but 
I do think there is value in standing up and being counted,” 
he said.

Even the 
attempts to portray the rabid sex- 
uality of the time comes across 
like a lovemaking Mad Libs. 
The only saving grace is former 
Backstreet Boys member Kevin 
Richardson. His performance as 
a twisted and broken member 
of the dinner-and-debauchery 
group is the only one that shows 
any acting skills. Too bad he’s 
surrounded by the march of the 
wooden players.
